Applicant argued that Jamoussi does not disclose a minimum allocation representing a fixed lower limit of bandwidth allocated to a class. 
However, the minimum allocation of available bandwidth is a fixed lower limit (fig. 6A and fig. 10B, item 48; col. 5, lines 10-14 and 38-45) 
because the class is guaranteed the allocation of bandwidth (note: 20%, 30%, and 50% of the card bandwidth). 
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
